Mrs. Haggard, who Monday with- 
drew her suit for divorce, was to go 
to liexington Tuesday to visit her hus- 
band in the Fayette county jail for 
the first tame since he was arrested 
for killing Ben Good Q/n t^ street 
several weeks ago. 

The decision to withdraw the suit 
came after she had talked the matter 
over with Judge Frank Haggard, her 
brother-in-law. After the action she 
went to the home of Gordon Haj^j^ard, 
uncle of her husband, and refused t<; 
return to her father. Jailer J. S. Mul- 
lins, with whom she had been living 
since separating from her luisltand 
two montim before the killing of 
Good. 

In withdrawing the suit for divorce, 
Mrs. Haggard made the f<dlowiiig 
statement: 

"Some days ago there was pub- 
lished in various papers a statement 
over my signature, also extracts from 
the petition I had filed against my 
Misbaad, Rodney Hi^gard, for di- 
vorce and alimony, and from the dep- 
osition I had given. 

"I have done an injustice to my 
husband and I am now writing yon 
and asking you to publish this in or- 
der to correct tl^s wrong as- far as 
possible. 

"In filing the suit against my hus- 
band I was baiAy advised. I was suf- 
fering under a terrible mental strain 
and was advised that my husband was 
about to file suit against me, and iJiat 
if I would sue him first and testify 
tiiat he had treated me cruelly and 
stradc me I would get a . lot of ali- 
ti ony. I 

"It was not true tiiat. my husband 
had ttruck me or treated me eroelly. 
He has always been Idnd to me and 
to our httle girl ,aad provided abun- 
dantly for us, and I cannot bear to gi 
on with the suit and have him sufTer 
any longer from the injustice of such 
a claim by me. 

"I have presented to the judge of 
the court a statement, which I have
